Beaverbrook’s Attitude. 


The attitude of Lord Beaver- 
brook in this crisis {s considered 
by all parties immensely signifi- 
cant. The Canadian’s wire pulling 
destroyed the lasttwo liberal, Gov- 
ernments, Asquith’s and Lloyd 
George’s—and he is now regarded 
as the brains of the Rothermere- 
Beoverbrook alliance, which con- 
trols newspapers read by 15,000,-

ed the opposition indirectly by at- 
tacks on Baldwin. 

It is significant, therefore, when 
the Daily Express, Beaverbrook’'s 
chief organ, declares that Baldwin 
will resign and recommend Mac- 
Donald as his successor, and that 
“In view of the fact another elec- 
tion in the immediate future would 
be highly distasteful to the coun-

As time passed there were circumsatapees 
which caused officials to conclude that s- 
line knew something about the disturbaiéés.

- Per- 
sons in the community to whom these cireup- 
stances became known shared the offiéials’ 
views. There arose a sharp clevage ef opin- 
ion.

It came to a point at last that 
neighbors who actively championed the Swish b- 
ers were looked upon as being In some maEp- 
ner implicated. The homes of some of these 
were bombarded. 

Sheriff Bender, feeling himself unjustly 
criticised, issued a public statement. The 
first night he went to the bouse, he related, 
apples, tomatoes and eggs were thrown. They 
struck the ground easily, as though thrown a 
short distance. 

“At about midnight there was a shower of 
apples which hit near the back porch. I was 


Swisher had planned to be-away a month, 
but before the end of two weeks Mrs. Swisher 
wired bim that the night visitations had con- 
nued and increased ten-fold and urged him 
o retur He hurried back and took charge 
of the arrangements for defending his home 
and family and trying to disgover the au- 
thors of the disturbances. 


Arline told of attacks by shadowy men who 
sprang out of the darkness and tried to car- 
ry her away. Once, although there were 
guards on the other side of the house, a 
sponge filled with ether was pressed to her 
face and she could not scream. Once, at the 
water trough, three men seized her and Ursa, 
oldest son of the Swishers, declares he saw 
them. They leaped a wire fence and escaped. 


Swisher and his wife went armed all the 
time. Once, after dark, Mrs. Swisher saw a 
dim figure crouching near a chicken coup. 
She cried: ‘‘Yes, I see you, Mr. Ghost.”’ The 
figure wavered from side to side. She fired. 
The figure bounded over a wire fence and 
Was gone. 

One night there was a noise upstairs. 
Swisher searched. He found a front window 
open, which had. been closed before, and the 
screen broken outward. 

A basket of tomatoes disappeared from the 
kitchen table while Mrs. Swisher was at the 
barn. The children \aild two men carried 
them away. That night tomatoes were hurled 
at the house. 

One Saturday night the bombardment was 
heavier than usual and Mrs. Swisher tele- 
phoned to Philadelphia for assistance. The

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Before and after his return the visitations 
continued almost nightly. Guards concealed 
themselves about the premises, behind hedges 
outbuildings. But despite their pres- 
larger stones, vegetables and 
sometimes eggs, at intervals struck the house 
or fell in the vard. Shots fired in the di- 
rection from whence they seemed to come 
were ont answered. Hasty search failed to 
discover the throwers. Not infrequently 
while search was being made in one direc-

The community was aroused. The visita- 
tions were so mysterious as to suggest the 
supernatural and there was not lacking an 
element that ascribed all the phenomena to 
restless spirits.

How Vamping May Become Habit

Dr. Wile supposes the case of a happily 
married and faithful wife getting her first 
part on the screen as a pert French maid who 
fiirts and “‘vamps’’ outrageously. For a time 
she retains her own character and the French 
maid is simply an impersonation. But as 
she continues in the role, investing it with 
‘utimate touches and mannerisms and forcing 
herself into the frame of mind pecullar to a 
‘vamp,’ she becomes what she pretends to 
he. Emotional intrigue becomes a habit and 
is as necessary to her daily life and thought 
as it is to the flippant minx she started out 
to represent. 

Screen vamps, according to the psycholo- 
gist’s diagnosis of their frailities, are seldom 
content to work their havoc only upon the 
hearts provided for them by the scenarist and 
producer. To get the proper stimu'us from 
being a siren they demand daily proof of their 
ability to apply their technique successfully 
in everyday life. Besides they must keep in 
vractice, and practicing on a well-behaved 
husband is entirely inadequate, because keep- 
ing his attention does not prove by any means 
that one is irresistible. The wife knows she 
has already been successful] with him and 
when he has served his experimental purpose 
be is no longer of interest. He is discarded 
for new lovers and new husbands who must 
then take their turn at proving ehe still has 
power over men. 

It is the same way with great screen lovers, 
Dr. Wile avers. A man cast as a “sheik may 
be the best husband in the world with no 
though of plying his “sheiking’ powers 
away from the studio, but just let the Romeo 
virus get into his blood and see what hap- 
pens.

on it. If he lived the normal life of the av- 
rage husband he would not be acting. It is, 
then, the most natural thing in the world for 
a player whose role calls for embraces and 
love speeches to become a lover 24 hours a 
day, and as in the case of the screen vamp, 
wooing is not convincing when practiced at 
nome. 


Environment as a Divorce Factor 


Max D. Steur, while refraining from enter- 
ing into the complex psychological aspects of 
the question, has much to say about the legal 
end environmental phases of stage divorce. 
lie is firm in his belief that actors and act- 
to begin with are not different from 
cther people in morals and domestic stand- 
ards. If they had the environment of busi- 
ress or society men and women, he declares, 
they would celebrate just as many silver wed- 
cings, but on the stage they aré victims of 
conditions they cannot control. 

“In the first place,”” he continues, husban4 
and wife meet each other under unnatura! 
conditions usually because they are playing in 
the same company. Night after night for 
months or a year two good-looking young 
people make sympathetic speeches to each 
other. They are in a false environment. They 
see each other only under romantic condi- 
tions in which unattractive elemefits are com- 
pletely missing. 

“When people fn other walks of life marry 
they meet socially. They have a chance to 
cbserve each other’s mannerisms, habits and 
characters under all sorts of conditions. They 
find out about each other’s families and an- 
tecedents. When they finally get married 
they usually have a pretty fair idea of what 
to expect. " 

‘“‘As soon as professional people marry the 
manager tears them apart. Separation begins 
almost as soon as the minister pockets the 
fee. Managers do not want husbands and 
wives together. The wife goes to a Western 
studio. Her husband is sent to New York. 
At first they exchange arden@ letters. Then 
the wife suddenly finds that another young 
man is making pretty speeches to her. The 
Susband has a similar experiece with a charm- 
Their letters stop.

OR big thrills, and strangely garbed trag- 
edy, ne recent tale of disaster surpasses the 
ramming and sinking of the U. 8. Navy's 
submarine, O-5, off Panama a few weeks 
ago. Most of her crew escaped without 
xKreat difficulty and merely at the price of 
swimming about uptil they were picked 
up by lifeboats. 

But there were men whe went down with the @is- 
abied eraft-—down. down, through 40 feet of the 
swirling, pitiless water upti! she came to rest on the 
bottom, Trapped like rats they were, and they 
knew that hours must elapse before the O-6 could 
be raised to the suplight, fresh air and safety of the 

surface, 


As it turned out, almost a day and a half was 
to pass with leaden feet ere the helpless submarine, 
with her stove-in side, could be reseved. Some of 
the men died——trapped like rats they may have 
been, but they met their end like men. Others, with 
more luek, showed @ cool courage and an undaunted 
resourcefulness in their desperate plight which de- 
serve to be remembered. 

Here in the stery of the disaster, the perils which 
thronged about those undaunted pavy men, and the 
outcome of it all. 

At sunrise the O-5, running with her deck awash, 
slid out into Limon Bay, which lies east of the At- 
lamtic opening of the Panama Canal. She was 
bonnd for diving maneuvers. A\ heavy fog hung 
upon the water. 

Suddenly, a dark mass loomed up through the 
haze. A ship, and almost upon the comparatively 
little submarine! It was the steamer Abangarez of 
the United Fruit Co. The officer on the O-5’s deck 
shouted hasty commands. Men rushed-up from be- 
low. ‘The submarine changed her course, but the 
oncoming merchantman was moving too swiftly. 
The O-5 eould not avoid the crash. 

“Close the torpedo room door!’* was the next com- 
mand, as the officer ordered the compartments shut. 
With these air chambers sealed the craft might float, 
even with a hole in her side. 

A figure darted to the forward hatch——Henry 
Breanlt, the torpedo dispatcher. Down the hatch 
he flung himself, to the torpedo room. In the dim 
light he eould see a man sleeping on a eot. It was 
Lawrence Brown, electrician’s mate. Breault auick- 
ly aroused the slumberer. 

Just then came a heavy impaet against the sub- 
marine, and both men went sprawling te the floor. 
The boat staggered, lurched and swung over ento 
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ene side. Water was pouring down the hatchway 
and into the torpedo room, 

The two men struggled te the door, They would 
not be able to make their way up against the down- 
rush of water. But they could force shut the door 
in front of them, and at least postpone their drown- 
ing.

The bow of the towering merchantman had 
rammed the submarine amidships. Her plates had 
been wrenched apart, and water was flooding in 
through large gaps.

The sixth of these men who went down with their 
ship was Charies R. Butler, chief machinist'’s mate.

“It has been pretty conclusively shown,"’ replied 
Dr. Yerkes, “that they make certain sounds under 
certain conditions,-and that they make them for 
the purpose of conveying specific meanings to other 
chimpanzees. Garner declared that their vocabulary 
included a dozen distinct sounds, and even said he 
could talk to them in their own language and make 
himself understood by them. 

“Information on that subject is rather uncertain 
and inconciusive. I believe, however, that they do 
make some half-dozen sounds which convey specific 
meanings.” 

“If it were found possible to teach these apes to 
talk, and to prolong the teaching through severai 
generations, would there be a marked development 
of intelligence in the strain?’’ asked the writer. ‘Is 
it likely that succeeding generations would acquire 
larger vocabularies, and that the strain could be 
brought, eventually, to something approaching 
primitive human intelligence?” 

‘“That.”’ said Dr. Yerkes, “involves one of the larg- 
est unsettled questions in the whole science of evo- 
lution. It never has been conclusively proven that 
acquired traits of behavior can be transmitted. To 
establish that would clear up a lot of unsettied ques- 
tions. Because of the difficulty of keeping and 
breeding them, and because of the slowness with 
which they mature, apes are rather poor specimens 
with which te make that experiment. 

“But you may be sure that if one of these chim- 
panzees learns to talk, every effort will be made 
to discover whether any trace of the training is

guished Russian physiologist, Ivan Pawlow. Paw- 
low taught mice to answer a bell. The first gen- 
eration to-—reeeive training responded to the bell 
after 300 lessons.

“Unless there is some serious flaw in the method, 
the results certainly indicate that implanted be- 
havior can be transmitted to offspring.”” said Dr. 
Yerkes. “Pawlow’s standing is above suspicion, and 
his announcement is nothing less than sensational. If, 
within a few more generations, this strain of mice 
responds to the bell without any training, or even 
after one lesson, it will have to be taken as rather 
conclusive proof that implanted behavior has been 
transmitted. Of course, before the results are final- 
ly accepted there must be a careful check for pos. 
sible errors in the method.” 

In his present experiment Dr. Yérkes is not moved 
by a mere kindly impulse to teach chimpanzees to 
lead more cultured lives. nor to improve the mental 
state of their posterity. His concern is for human 
education. By observing the actions of apes under 
calculated conditions, he hopes to discover hidden 
recesses in the minds of human children. He said: 

“TI am convinced that experimentation of this sort 
ean throw much light upon the value of the educa- 
tional systems now employed in the lower grades 
in our schools. Because of the close relationship 
between anthropoids and man, it is more than likely 
that a considerable similarity exists between the in- 
centives of young apes and young children. I do 
not think much can be learned from mature apes.

The heliday trade is over. The best goods have 
been turned into cash.

Just a little fiximg of the books. a 
little gaco’tme, a little arson bomb—and woe to the 
boodwinked. swindled and victimized creditors and 
insurers of that merchant. 


The law. of course. provides severe penalties for 
persons convicted of arson. To carry out their 
crimes in such a manner that there will be no evi- 
denee acainst them is the chief concern of fire set- 
ters. Either the means emploved for starting the 
fre mast be entirely comsumed in the subsequent 
b'aze. or they must comsist of articles and arrange- 
ments not necessarily of criminal aspect. sbould 
fre fighters-or other persems come upon the sreme 
prematurely. And the persons imterested in the 
imsurarnce must be demonstrably far away when the 
blaze breaks oat. 

The imgenuities of means and methods used br 
these “dealers im blazes” are describec by Edward 
H. Smith in the December number of the Scientific 
American. Most readers will agree that 60 much 
cleverness, if directed into proper channeis. would 
have broreht large profits to the men who found 
crookedness the easiest war. 

It should be remiembered. thouch. that dishon- 
es* fires form only a minority im the annual total. 
For a merchant to have a fire subjects him to mis- 
trust only if there is something suspicious in his 
fnancia!l circumstances. or in his past. As every 
body knows, fires ocecvr not only in stores but in 
residemees where there is no insurance—careiess- 
ress, forgetfulmess. stupidity. defective wiring or 
any of a hundred different things mary cause a fire.

A device used recently by fire setters in a New 
York City store was found intact when a nicht 
watchman made an unexpected call and found the 
apparatas before it had had time to do its work. But 
it was on the job and would hate started the in- 
tended fire. if left alone.

more than. in the public schools, 
what is more, get their money when it 
is due. Besides the usual studies the 
sons and daughters of the company em- 
ployes are taught English.
